Thanks to rains on Thursday and Friday, Gettysburg’s 
water supply .situation, which has been a constant source of 
worry to official* of the Gettysburg water company and local 
consumers for two weeks, cleared perceptibly today. 
Although the precipitation of the last two days was not 
extensive nor general throughout Adams county, sufficient 
rain fell on the Marsh creek watershed to rejuvenate under­ 
ground springs and other sources supplying Marsh creek 
from which Gettysburg’s water supply comes in ordinary 
weather. 
In the twenty-four hour period, ending at noon today, 
water at the pumping station dam across Marsh creek rose 
twelve inches, completely submerging the intake pipe at the 
pumping station.
